ACTION CAUSES SURPRISE 


Although yesterday was the fourth 
day of the budget dobate and the ab¬

The dis¬ 
patch adds that American Interests are 
being protected and that the blockade 
by the revolutionary forces la effective. 


The altitude of the United States 
Government In the matter of the Alsop 
claim held by the United States against 
Chile Is producing an effect upon the 
business of that country.

Washington. Nov. 25.—The revolution 
In Nicaragua Is spreading. In the opin¬ 
ion of Capt. Shipley, commander of the 
United States cruiser Dee Moines. whV;h 
Is off the east coast of Nicaragua. The 
revolutionary forces are reported to be 
maintaining an effective blockade, and 
Are pairolllng off Qroytown with two 
gunboats. Assurance was given that 
American and foreign Interests are be¬ 
ing protected. 

These are three Important facta con¬ 
tained In a cablegram received at the 
Navy Department to-day from Capt. 
8hlplcy, at Port Limon. On November 
28. the revolutionary gunboats fired on 
Oreytown, but without effect. 

Tho revolutionary forces now have 
possession of the back country of Nica¬ 
ragua. Including Rama, where fighting 
Is likely to occur. An officer from the 
Des Moines landed at Oreytown, bul 
found only one American cltisen. 

• • • 

Telegraph Service Impaired. 

The State Department was advised 
by the Western Union Telegraph Com¬ 
pany to-day that during the present In¬ 
terruption to the telegraph lines In Nica¬ 
ragua and Costa Rica, it Is possible 
to handle some of the traffic by wire¬ 
less via Colon, but that the sendee is 
not continuous and there was no com¬ 
munication between Tuesday and 
Thursday. This accounts for the diffi¬ 
culty the department Is experiencing in 
Its efforts to reach Its diplomatic and 
oonsular officers at Central American 
ports. Renewed efforts are being made 
to reach these officers. 

The Department of State to-day re¬ 
ceived by wireless, by way of Colon, a 
message of which the , following Is a 
translation; 

'According to article 742 of military 
ordnance. Zelaya had no right u> shoot 
the outposts.'* 

Tho message was signed "Subsecr#- 
tary of State More Ira." It Is assumed 
that Morelia is an Insurrectionist and 
it was stated that the department would 
uot reply to him.

The Vicksburg At Oorinto. 


Groce and Cannon Mem bora of the 
Insurgent Army. 

Washington, Nov, 26.—Groce and 
Cannon, the two Americans executed 
by order of President Zelaya. of Nica¬ 
ragua. last week, held commissions In 
the insurgent army, according to ad¬ 
vices received here to-night from Blue- 
fields, where the revolutionist govern¬ 
ment Is located The dispatch stated 
that the State Department of the 
United States had been notified to this 
effect. 

The State Department has been anx¬ 
ious to clear up the point whether the 
two men had commissions or wore 
merely acting in theli Individual capac¬ 
ities. f**r In the former event they w**ul<l 
have been entitled Vo treatment os pris¬ 
oners of war. 

Groce and Cannon were volunteers 
In the revolutionary army. This in¬ 
formation came to-day to Salvator 
Cuatrlllo, the representative of the r#v- 
olinlonlsts here. The cablegram fol¬ 
lows: 

"Groce, ex-superintendent of the La 
Lus and Los Angeles Mining Com¬ 
pany, and Cannon, a most esteemed 
person, were serving as volunteers with 
the rank of Colonel In the revolution¬ 
ary army, and consequently did not de¬ 
serve the penalty of death, among other 
powerful reasons because they were 
not military personages in the actual 
service of Zelaya. A similar crime of 
Zelaya has never been witnessed In 
the history of Central America." „ 

The cablegram, sent from Blueflelds, 
was signed by Kfftrad*. the provisional 
president of Nicaragua. Another cable¬ 
gram declares that the Estrada party 
In Nicaragua Is grow ing every day, ana 
that It is becoming more and more a 
working organisation. The message 
expresses the greatest confidence In 
liie success of the revolutionary move¬ 
ment. 

Stmor Caslrlllo also received word of 
the landing of the munitions of war by 
the steamer Utsteln. He declared that 
this was only the first of a number of 
shipments already planned by the revo¬ 
lutionist*. and that within the next 
two or three days a much larger quan¬ 
tity of arms and ammunition would be 
landed- 

Nothing could be learned to-night 
from tile officials of the State Depart¬ 
ment In regard to the action to be 
taken o% T er the clearing of the Utsteln 
from New Orleans with its contraband 
cargo. The fact that no reply was 
made to the authorities at New Or¬ 
leans, however, when they strove to ge; 
Instructions relative to the Utsteln'* 
sailing, and that the vessel was al¬ 
lowed to sail Is accepted as evidence 
that this Government I* not Inclined to 
be too severe In dealing with the In¬ 
surgents* plans.

OFFICIAL CALL FAXD. 


British Naval Officers Make Visit To 
Gen. Estrada. 

Colon. Nov. 25.— A wireless dispatch 
from Blueflelds. dated November 24. 
received here to-day. says: 

"The British cruiser Soylla arrived 
here Sunday and leave! to*day. 

’‘Commander Bertram 8. Thesiger, 
of the cruiser, made an official visit 
to Provisional President Estrada yes¬ 
terday (Tuesday).'* 

"It Is stated In reliable quarters here 
that Groce and Cannon, the Ameri¬ 
cans who were executed recently, were 
shot and ourled by order of President 
Zelaya. They were wtth Gen Chamorro 
and were captured during a light near 
Colorado Junction. Great indignation 
is felt here over the execution*. 

"The captain of a boat who paid a 
visit to President Estrada at Grey- 
town yesterday says that Gen. Cha¬ 
morro's blockade is effective. A heavy 
seu Is running which, he says, pre¬ 
vent* the escape of the Zelayan forces. 

"Greytowit I* devoid of provision* 
and the Zelayan tnjpp* are expected 
to capitulate shortly. Two hundred 
deserters from the Government forces 
east of Rama Joined Gen. Estrada yei- 
terday. The men were in a famish'd 
condition. 

"Since the announcement was mad*» 
that the American Government had* 1 
recognised the revolutionists, en¬ 
thusiasm here has become more In¬ 
tense. Volunteers from the plantations 
and gold mines are eagerly offering 
their service* to Gen. Estrada.*'

obey the order, but had them placed In» 
the front rank*, where they were open! 
to Gen. Chamorro's attack. They were J 
uninjured, however, and subsequently 
were sent to El CMtilk> fort, whero they 
were confined In the dungeon. Gen. 
Chamorro says he knows nothing fur¬ 
ther regarding Groce and Cannon. 

Chamorro declares the blockade of 
Oreytown is effective by sea and land 
and is confident that the troops of Pres¬ 
ident Zelaya will* soon give in. He 
leaves to-night for Oreytown with 300 
recruits and a party of sharpshooter*.

The warden of the Jail has forbid¬ 
den them to give out any statements 
In criticism of the court for sentencing 
them to Jail for contempt on pain of 
having the privilege of seeing visitors 
cut off entirely So. whatever they 
may think of their Imprisonment, they 
are careful not to spread It abroad. "We 
haw much to be thankful for,” said 
one of the Tennessean* to-day. "and 
we are not going to complain a* long 
a« we are treated as well as we are 
at present.”

We all waited-and then the crash came. 
The ship hit the ground some distance 
from the shore line and trembled like a 
tin pan beaten with a stick. Another 
wave lifted her and she lurched forward 
another hundred feet. Then the waves 
receded and she wa* again dashed on the 
ground. The noise wa* terrifying. Every 
Plate groaned with the strain and the 
bolt* began to snap as the hull twisted. 
Again she was borne up on the bo*«*in 
of a mountain of uater. carried Inward, 
and stopped fast, like a child's toy at the 
end of a string. There wa* a crunching 
of stone and iron, a roar of snapping and 
twisting frame* and plate*, but no 
further forward movement. She was 
against the* granite cliff Another big 
wave Ilf ted the stern and carried it 
around a little. Then we became station¬ 
ary. The only sound now w'a* the pound¬ 
ing of the sen as it delivered it* blows at 
regular Intervals. She held together much 
better than we expected, and we made 
our escape after a few hours by climbing 
the cliff with the aid of the overhanging 
branches of a tree. \V# found ouraelvc* 
a few miles east of Two Harbors and 
made our way there later, suffering terri¬ 
bly. We lost one man while getting to 
land. We were all nearly drad. but re¬ 
covered in a few days." 

The storle* told by sailors from the 
other boats in that great storm are prac¬ 
tical repetitions of the above. The suf¬ 
fering of the unfortunate* on the Ill- 
starred Mataafa urere appalling, and a 
rechronlcllng of them would mean no 
more than a harrowing tale.

PARIS ANTI TIP MOVX. 


To Illustrate tho spirit of the sailor It 
Is only necessary to mention an Inci¬ 
dent of the great storm of November 2fi. 
1905. After fighting her way against the 
most terrific gale that has visited the 
lake* In the history of inland navigation 
the steamer EUwood made the Duluth 
1.arbor Battered and leaking, she Just 
limped Into port If the voyage had been 
ten miles longer she must have Inevitably 
rone down with her crew For twenty 
iours hsr msn expected the waves to en¬ 
gulf them, as the sides of th« vessel ie- 
sounded like a drum to each titanic blow. 
In spite of all this when they learned 
of the fate of the haif-score of vessel*. 
Including the Mataafa. they expressed the 
neatest surprise and eeemed to wonder 
aow It all happened. Their story of the Ell- 
wood’s voyage from the Soo was a long 
tale of heroic and heart-breaking battle, 
shadowed by the wings of the death angel, 
but after it was over they appeared to 
think little of it—indeed, they regarded it 
so lightly that only one or two of them 
wen* willing to talk about It, fearing that 
tholr comrades might get the notion that 
they wrere looking for notoriety. 

As other bouts struggled in between 
the Duluth canal piers tnelr crews lined 
the sides and looked In wonderment st 
the stranded M*ja*fa. which was being 
pounded to pieces by the waves only a 
few hundred feet away. Surprise and pliy 
were plainly written on their faces, but 
hawlly a realisation of what sort of faCe 
they thHn*clve»l had *o narrowly escaped 
Few landsmen Live ever been so lucky 
(or unfortunate) us to experience a great 
winter Storm on the lakes. They come 
with the winter, and that eeoson of the 
vear does not attract plsasure-seeker* 
from the shore A* a consequence, the 
landsman is not equipped to appreciate 
what It mean*. Theistorms of any other 
neason are hardly td be compared with 
those of November and December. Some 
idea can bo gained of their terrible fury 
by a description furnished by Otto Nelson, 
one of the sailors of the iJtFAyette. which 
was dashed against the north shore four 
year* sg<> the 28th of thl* month, when so’ 
many vessels and sailors met their doom 
along the whole line of lakes. 

• • • 

A Terrible Struggle. 


The great number of wrecks on nil the 
lakes in four years gives a gond Idea of 
the dangers attending navigation In the 
months of November nod December. 
While most of the ships that went dow*n 
were of the smaller sort and built many 
years ago. several were big now steel 
steamers, so It seems none of them la 
exempt from paying the penalty when the 
lake’s w rath is aroused. Almost all of the 
disaster* are due to blinding storms, snd 
the wrecks arn most com mop at points 
noted for early blizzards. The shores of 
the upper peninsula of Michigan are, as 
a consequence, particularly to be dread¬ 
ed, for the snowfall there is heavier than 
anywhere else on latke Superior, and it 
generally starts earlier. 

Life-saving crews are maintained at 
many points along the lake* and Duluth 
haa one of these station*. These hardy 
men render aid to distressed vessels 
whenever It Is possible to reach them, but 
disasters generally occur at unexpected 
points and their assistance cannot be se¬ 
cured in most Instances. 

It is expected that the coming of wire¬ 
less telegraphy will do much toward pre¬ 
venting wrecks, a* it will enable dls- 
t reseed vessels to oak the nearest ports or 
other shins for assistance The owners 
are installing the apparatus gradually, 
and In a year or two it is probable that 
nearly all of the lake fleets will be equip¬ 
ped When that time comes much of the 
danger will have been subtracted from 
the calling of the saHor. and the yearly 
tally of wrecks curtailed. 

But the lake will still claim Its tribute 
of death a»d disaster It has peon the 
fate of sailors since the Phoenician flrwi 
drove his galley along the coast of the 
Mediterranean to become the prey of the 
deep, and while human genius Is sure to 
reduce ths totai a* ths years pas*, ths 
marine pathways of commerce will for¬ 
ever be paved with human bones.

Builders of Lake Traffic. 


Probably ths strongest of many 
strange callings in the West is thiit 
of the fossil hunter. For scanty re¬ 
wards, ^dentists scorch the great fos¬ 
sil Holds of Wyomiog. Montana. Tern*, 
Colorado. Oregon. Kansas and other 
Western Suit**, looking for tha is- 
malna of prehistoric monsters. Those 
msn brave ail sorts of hardship.* — 
hunger, thirst, and the buffeting of 
the elements, and consider thetusnves 
amply rewarded If, alter months of 
unremitting toil, they are ab’e to ship 
a f*\v boxes of precious fossils to some 
‘museum or university, for ths benefit 
of future generations, says the Los 
Angeles Times. 

One of the greatest and u% >:U suc¬ 
cessful fossil hunters in the world is 
W. H. Reed, curator of the museum 
of the University of Wyoming. Mr 
Heed was the first man to uncover 
the foswil riches of the great West. 
Under the direction of Prof. O- C: 
Marsh, of Yale, probably the greatest 
authority In the world on the subject 
of fossil remains, Mr. Reed penetrated 
the rich fossil fields of the Northwest 
early In the seventies and proved that 
unlimited material lay at the disposal 
of science 

Largely owing to the effort* of Mr. 
Let.!, the t nlverslty of Wyoming has 
the setvud greatest collection of fos- 
sfis among American universities, flrzt 
place 1 c:ng yielded to YaJe. which ha* 
sent many large expeditions Into the 
Western fields, and where some of the 
rr.oa: rerfect restorations may be seen. 
Mr. Reed has uncovered countless re¬ 
mains of prehistoric animal* in theae 
Western fields. Ths University of Wy¬ 
oming lb in the midst of a vast 
fossil field. Wyoming ha* been call¬ 
ed the greatest prehistoric burying 
ground !n the world. The Laramie 
plains, cn which the university Is lo¬ 
cated, ars rich In the remains of dino¬ 
saurs and other huge animals. 

The Freezeout Mountain country In 
W r yom!ng has yielded many ton* of 
bones to science. Attention wns first di¬ 
rected to the richness of this region 
when a sheepherder. In lieu of logs, 
built himself a cabin out of fossil bones, 
some of which were of priceless value 
from the standpoint of tho scientist. 
The fame of the "bone cabin" spread 
among the cowboys and shoepherders on 
the range, until eventually the attention 
of scientists was attracted, and an ex¬ 
pedition was sent into the Freeseout 
country. The fossil hunters found 
enough remains partially exposed to 
keep them bu*y for month*. Many ex¬ 
peditions have worked tho Freeseout 
fields, but they have not exhausted It 
Each succeeding year, the action of the 
elements lays bare new' riches. It Is 
thought some great catastrophe over- 
W'heimed a great number of prehistoric 
animals at thla point.

Takes Men of Iron. 


in ths West arc In Texas. Here are 
found the remain* or the batrachinntf 
—the earliest known animal*, which 
w f ere supplied with gill* and mng* so 
they could live on land and wai<5r. 
Then mine ths reptile age. and then 
came the age of animal*. und all 
three ages can be distinctly traced In 
the fossil field* that are being *» in* 
duntriously worked by scientists- 

In many cases the fu*sil beds are 
deeply burled beneath strata of earth 
and rock. Sometimes the remain* ate 
reached by tunneling through cliff*, 
along the face of wnlch the various 
ago* of prehistoric "Ilf#* can be traced. 
In many cases r&Urnad contractors. 
In cutting through hills, hava uncov¬ 
ered fbtail* of great value and have 
proved the existence of rich fossil bed*. 

The varieties of animal* found in 
th« fossil field* of the \Y«rt is amaz¬ 
ing. it Is almost past belief when a 
fossil hunter tells of finding the re¬ 
mains of camels, 4*gcr*. dogs, cats, 
elephants and many other animals that 
•till live, though Jn greatly changed 
form- It was not many years ago that 
the first discovery of the ancestor of 
the present horse was found, the bones 
of a tiny three-toed norse being found 
on the barren plains of Eastern Colo¬ 
rado. In the fossil fields of Oregort 
many varieties of bird have been 
discovered. 

The Judith River country In Mon¬ 
tana has yielded many rich returns to 
fossil hunters, the remains being most¬ 
ly found ffi cliff*. Several complete 
skeleton* of dinosaurs have been found 
In Cok*rado. But for variety of pre¬ 
historic animal life, from the fosalt 
fish found In such quantities In tho 
Green River bottom*, to the giant re¬ 
mains In the Freezeout and other 
quarries, Wyoming seem* to be su¬ 
preme. 

Some scientists h&ve accounted for 
the finding of bone* in such great num¬ 
bers In some of these places by the 
theory that a great flood occurred, and 
the animals gathered at the highest 
points. Finally these point* were cov¬ 
ered and the animals perished In a 
great mas*. The largest bone beds In 
Kansas, the Loup Fork beds, which 
have been named the Sternberg Quar¬ 
ries In honor of their discoverer, are 
composed of bone* mingled in the 
greatest confusion. Countless rhinoc- 
eroM*a ere found In the great m»M 
found, even to a fossil flamingo, be¬ 
side* grebe*, gulls, cormorants, etc., 
of bones, and It Is believed that the 
animals perished a* Outlined above, 
or were overwhelmed by a great sand¬ 
storm, which burled them os they 
were huddled together.

Money Rewards, Too. 


"The weather was stormy after we left 
the 3oo." hs *ald. "but not so heavy a* 
to be deemed particularly dangerous. 
There were flurries of imotv. and the wind 
was so cold a* to be extremely uncom¬ 
fortable We were making fair headway, 
und expected to come Into Duluth harbor 
only a few hours late at most. Toward 
evening, on the 37th, when We were In 
the neighborhood of Isle lloyalc, the tem¬ 
pest brukr upon us. The wind eeemed 
to be blowing from all point* of ihe com¬ 
pass at the fame time, and the snow wax 
driving before It In clouds, whlah made 
It Impossible to »ee more than ten feet 
from where .you stood. . 

"The vessel wo* pca^tltally beyond con¬ 
trol. and It was only a quest Ion of k«*»*p- 
Ing her as near the wind as possible to 
prevent the wind and wave* from tearing 
off her hatches and sending her to the 
bottom. You fiave no Idea or the violence 
of the wind and the sea half an hour after 
wo ran into the real storm. I was stand¬ 
ing near the forward cabin* when the first 
big sea came over her bow*. I saw* It 
coming through a rift In the snow and 
dashed for a place of safety. Had 1 not 
acted quickly I would not be here now. 
When tt ram** on board It was not spray, 
or even hslf solid water, as Is the cose In 
ordinary storm*. The greet mass rolled 
over the bow* a* If the vessel were a solid 
rock. The blow must have weighed many 
thousands of ton*, for the LaFsyette wa* 
crushed down many feet by it as it rushed 
along the waist in a roaring torrent and 
smote the engine room with the force of 
an avalanche. When the ship began lo 
settle I thought It was all over. I believed 
that she was stove In and filling and I 
wa* wondering what 1 ought to do when 
«he relieved herself of the watery cargo. 
She began to rise with a violence that 
made me think of the stories of airships 
which I had read, and soon was towering 
above the wave* like a caaile on a hill. 
I rushed for tho cabin and made my es- 
lt before the next big one hit

German Ambassador To America Is 
Chosen To Make Peace With 
Great Britain. 


The person who Inspect* a beauti¬ 
fully-mounted skeleton is a great mu¬ 
seum ho* no Idea of the hardships and 
trouble represented by the exhibit. In 
the first place, the fossil hunter must 
be Inured to the ordinary hardships 
that beset man on the plains or In the 
mountains. Only the most active men. 
of Iron constitution and tireless frume, 
can stand the work. The fossil hunter 
often has to venture into,an unknown 
country, where theru are no roads. He 
mast go horseback, and must be able 
to load and cinch pack animal*, on 
which beast* of burden the outfit inunt 
rely. Perhaps he makes a discovery In 
a barren spot In the desert, for from 
water It Is necessary to "pack" the 
drinking supply many miles, and then, 
no doubt, the water Is strongly alka¬ 
line. 

Perhaps only a portion of some great 
bone ha* been exposed. The remain¬ 
ing portions must be uncovered with 
the greatest care, sometimes the earth 
being scraped away with the fingers, 
so that ihe smaller bone* will not be¬ 
come displaced. It 1* the desire of 
the fossil hunter to uncover the skele¬ 
ton exactly a* It rest* In ths ground, 
for then he will be able to moke a 
complete restoration of the animal. 
After days of patient work the skele¬ 
ton Is uncovered, provided there Is not 
a "fault” in the ground, caused by 
some seismic disturbance, in which cs 
only a part of th* bones may be found, 
the others being burled far beneath. 

Piece by pleoe the bone* are cov¬ 
ered with plaster of parls In many 
cases, owing to the case with which 
the bone* crumble. It 1* necessary to 
put the plaster of parls In place Imme¬ 
diately as each bit of bone surface 1* 
uncovered. After the bone ha* been 
•dug away from Its surroundings, and 
Is thus encased In & plaster of parls 
covering. It is sewed up In a piece of 
Mout sacking, and. after being num¬ 
bered, l* ready to ship. Bones packed 
In this way will stand a great amount 
of rough handling. # wheroaa. If they 
were to be shipped without being cov¬ 
ered with the plaster of parls they 
would fall to pieces at the first hard 
usage and. by the time they were to 
be mounted, would be In a hopele— 
state. 

Work of Mounting. 


It Is not surprising that the fo»*1l 
hunter Is tvedded to hla profession, 
and that he will not be tempted Into 
other fields through the promise of 
greater monetary reward*. As pub¬ 
lic Interest In such affairs has beep 
stimulated, however, better return* 
have been secured from the work fi¬ 
nancially. and now a fossil hunter who 
lias some "luck" and who happens to 
stumble on a particularly rare and val¬ 
uable specimen, reaps a solid pecuniary 
reward. Ho la willing to risk hip life 
to secure a rare skeleton, and the pleas¬ 
ure of teeing It restored In some great 
museum Is sufficient to repay him for 
the labor and the dangers he encoun¬ 
ters. 

The ckuMdfic&tton of*tho skeletons In 
many roses requires the efforts of 
naturalist* of the highest onler. The 
fossil hunter may not be able to classify 
some skeleton* he ho* unearthed, but 
an authority like the late Prof. Marsh 
of Yale, or Prof. E. D. Cope c^n teu 
at a glance to what specie* the dis¬ 
covery belongs. These qxperts gen¬ 
erally direct the restoration of the 
skeletons, and a* a result of thqlr 
knowledge tho public l* afcl© to get a 
comprehensive Idea of the animal life 
of prehistoric times. a 

Many of the finds made In Western 
fossil field* In the United States have 
been purchased *>y great museums 
abroad, but It I* to credit of thl* 
country that mo*t of them have been 
kept here to grace American museum*. 
The Museum of Natural History of New 
York, the Yale, Harvard. Princeton and 
Wyoming museums among the uni¬ 
versities, and the Carnegie Museum In 
Pittsburg and the Field Museum In 
Chicago all have notable collections of 
fmsll remains. But In spite of all thu 
work that has been done, It is gen¬ 
erally recognized that the.work of col¬ 
lecting fowll* is In Its Infancy. The 
fossil beds of the Wrtrt will continue 
to yield treasure* for generations tv 
oom*\ until Jink by link the chain that 
connect* humanity with the past has 
be«*n uncovered*

FUGITIVE CAUGHT HERE 
SENTENCED TO FIVE YEARS. 


Vol T. Ford, Military Convlet, Who

La. under an assumed name, where he 
was again imprisoned for a military of¬ 
fense and escaped a second time In 1808, 
ho* bees recaptured and sentenced to 
nerve five years at hard labor at Alca- 
tras Island. 

Ford, who Is now held at Fort Thom¬ 
as. Ky . after his escape from tho Cali¬ 
fornia military prison, re-enllsted under 
the name of Rol»ert Long He concealed 
his former record, but was Identified 
and *ent haok to prison. He escaped by 
sawing the Iron bars in the guardhouse. 
Almost a year later he was arrested In 
Louisville The sentence imposed upon 
him for hjs double offense has Just been 
approved by Gen. FruH D Grant, Com¬ 
mander of the Department of the Lakes.

Tho talvatlon 
of a storm-driven vessel is to keen is Ur 
from shore as possible, snd we kit*.* that 
In a few minutes we would be dashed 
against the rocks and felt rurs that the 
vessel would go to piece* almost *s *«.< n 
ms she touched the ground Ev^ry man 
of the cr«*w was well acquainted with that 
coast ami reHltxed that there was little 
chance of escape, a* It would bo impos¬

"In this extremity there was little fear 
among the sailors as far os 1 could note.

When the fossils are packed and ship¬ 
ped from the field as described, It l* 
comparatively cosy for the scientist to 
mount them In the museum workroom. 
They are put on revolving tables, and 
the outer casing Is carefully removed. 
If a bone U cracked It la carefully 
glued together and the entire piece Is 
treated to a ooat of shellac. Then the 
work of Joining the bones 1* begun, and 
at last a complete skeleton stands os 
& reward to the scientists. 

Sometimes, when fossil remains are 
found embedded In solid rock, the work 
of freeing them takes weeks of patient 
effort The late Prof. Knight, of the 
University of Wyoming, and Mr. Reed 
discovered two perfect paddies of a 
giant reptile. The nnddles were se¬ 
cured Intact, only after gfeat efforts, 
and were mounted a: the university, 
without a bone niUelng. They proved 
to be the largest paddles from this 
unlmal ever found, and a German uni¬ 
versity ho* offered 110,000 for them as 
they stand, but the offer has been re¬ 
fused. 

• Chance often aids the fossil hunter 
In his work. Indeed, there Is some¬ 
thing akin to prospecting for gold In 
the search for the remains, which are 
found in the moat unexpected places., 
Sometimes a hard r&ln will uncover a 
fossil T>ed of great richness. lying In 
a territory that had been passed over 
its containing nothing of Interest. The 
chalk fields of Kansas and Nebraska 
have yielded maziy fossils of great 
Interest and scientific value. The«e 
chalk bed* cover many square mile*, 
and are difficult to work. Inasmuch 
as the chalky dust that arises nearly 
choke* the one who 1* disengaging the 
remains from their white covering. The 
Kansa* fields were part of a great Cre¬ 
taceous ocean. In which fish swarmed 
everywhere. Many of the remain* 
found In these fields will crumble to 
dust, while others, more deeply burled, 
arc wonderfully preserved. Ihe field* 
known &j tho Dakota group are lit fa 
In fossil leaves and other Indications 
of tropical vegetable life. In une ex¬ 
pedition Charles J. Sternberg, one of 
the greatest of American fossil hunters, 
r d S.tHJO loaves ot Cretaceous flora.

The beginnings of the elevators 
were, It 1* quite true, the beginning* 
also of what In their earlier stage* were 
known as th e ’’ckvxtor building s-' 4

A second blousing Is honor. Peace pur¬ 
chased with the loss of national honor Is 
dearly bought. Never In Ua history has 
our country stood in higher honor with 
the world thyi it does to-day. Of recent 
yean sevrrnr countries have been willing 
to submit their differences to this country 
for adjudication. On one occasion Great 
Britain magnanimously offered to leave 
her dispute with us to he settled by our 
own Supreme Court, and later Chile did 
the same thing. 

• • • 

Friendship With the World. 

A third blessing we enjoy with the 
world at large la friendship Japan has 
formally thanked us for our friendly of- 
Aces In terminating her wars with china 
and Russia, and china secured the ser¬ 
vices of one of our distinguished citizens 
to advise her In those negotiations. She 
hoe alto been drawn Into closer friend¬ 
ship with us by our declining to accept 
$10,000,000 of Indemnity awarded us. and 
she has graciously reciprocated by send¬ 
ing hundreds of her youth to be educated 
here until the entire sum we remitted her 
shall have been paid back to us In ‘the 
education of these young men. Italy also 
has been touched by our generous sym¬ 
pathy In the hour of her calamity. 

Bo, then, are have peace, honor and 
friendship abroad. while at home we 
have. Arst: 

Wealth—By all odds this Is the richest 
nation on the globe. Our wealth exceeds 
that of Great Britain by $274 000.000 Ac¬ 
cording (o a careful authority the ar. 
copied valuation of our property Is suffi¬ 
cient to buy the Russian and Turkish Em¬ 
pires. the kingdoms of Sweden and Nor¬ 
way. Denmark and Italy, together with 
Australia. South AfrtcA and all South 
America; these—all these—with their 
lands, mines, cities, factories, ships, 
flocks, herds. Jewels, diamond*, monies, 
thrones, scepters and alt—the entire popu¬ 
lation of 177,000.000 people!

A Healthy People. 


N$xt we have health. Without this 
no other blessing Is enjoyable. But we 
have been singularly exempt from those 
pestilential disease* which at times have 
swept other shores, and not Infrequently 
our own. 

Then, too, we have prosperity. The 
pan week the Bradstreet’s have kindly 
furnished me one of their yearly reports, 
and the yield from our crops and other in¬ 
dustries Is truly gratifying. We have 
seed to the sower snd bread to the eater.

the future. Our mothery*ountry, even at 
this moment, is In a very .serious politi¬ 
cal crisis. "King. Lords and Commons" 
has always been their cry The King and 
lords representing the privileged classes 
the commons representing tne masses' 
and these now In deadly conflict with 
threats of revolution being made openly 
in Parliament by the moat Influential m « n 
In the Kingdom What will be the out¬ 
come we know not. but the unhappy con¬ 
dition there serves to give emphasis to the 
gratitude we this day should feel that for 
one hundred years and more we have 
lived under those Institutions of civil and 
religious freedom which recognise no 
privileged clusaes. all men being free and 
equal be fori* the 1 aw. 

New. In view of all these blessings at 
home and abroad, what ought we to do* 
Three things: 

We ought not to ascribe these blessings 
exclusively, or even mainly, to secondary 
causes. "The Lord hath done great thing* 
for us" Every good and perfect gift 
corneth down from above. And then we 
ought to medlta4* on these signal benefits 
We are Inclined to write our blessing.* tn 
the sand on the seashore and the fresh 
waves of sorrow* soon wash them away. 


To stimulate ua the more to praise and 
thanksgiving/let us remember: _ 

First—It is enjoined in the Bible, "Re- 
Jotce In tho Lord, and again 1 say re¬ 
joice." "Ye shall rejoice and your Joy no 
man taketh away from you." "Thejrult 
of the spirit Is love, peace. Joy.” "Let 
evertyhlng that hath breath praise the 
Lord/' Thero are more injunctions In the 
Bible to praise than to pray. 

Second—It Is natural to rejoice and give 
praise. Tho opening rosebud, the babbling 
brook, the smiling landscape, the whisper¬ 
ing winds unite In praise to God. So also 
do tho beasts that roam over tho plains, 
the Ashes that disport themselves in the 
seas and the birds that twitter In the 
trees. "Seraphim and Cherubim continual¬ 
ly* do praise Him." 

Third—It la pleasant to offer praise. 
There are some religious duties that are 
unpleasant, such os repentance, self-de¬ 
nial. »*»ff aacriAce. But praise Is luxuri¬ 
ous. "Hallerujah, praise >e the Lx»fd." 
says David. ‘*for It Is good to sing pra : sei 
unto our God; for it Is pleasant and praise 
Is comely." 

Fourth-It Is proAtable. It Imparts 
vigor ami tone to the soul. "A merry 
heart rnaketh a cheerful countenance; a 
merry heart doeth good like a medicine, * 
"The Joy of the Lord la your strength. 
Sown one says that a line of praise Is 
worth a page of prayer. The deafening 
yells of charging suldtera not only tend to 
dismay the enemy, but to ensplrlt and 
strengthen their own ranks.

Praise and Be Grateful. 


Fifth—For man not to praise and be 
grateful Is to uncrown himself Of all 
God's creatures he Is the only one who 
may know the source of his blessings, 
and may feel gratitude— tha* music of the 
heart when Its chords have been swept by 
the hand of kindness, welling up in his 
soul. This ability to know and love the 
source of all g«x>d Is what mokes him to 
differ from all other animals and for him 
to receive hit blessings and never look up 
In grateful praise to the Giver Is to de¬ 
throne. to uncrown hlm*elf and drop to 
the level of the brute beasts who know 
not God 

81xth-Praise Is enduring Human opin¬ 
ion* change and pas* away. So do 
phlloeophies, and dynasties, and religions, 
and the monuments of human achieve¬ 
ment. but praise Is everlasting We pray, 
but there will come a lime when pm>*cr 
shall have winged Its last petition to 
Heaven We believe, but some day faith 
w*lll be no more, having been changed to 
sight. We hope, but hope Itself will come 
to an end. being swallowed up In glad 
fruition. But praise will still go on for¬ 
ever We have our days of fasting, our 
days of feast, our days of watching, our 
days of waltlng»~the*e all come and like¬ 
wise they all pass away. But—

Fewer Infidels. 


There are «ome who take pessimistic 
views of the present religious condition of 
our country. We are very far from being 
a Christian nation In the full sense of 
that word. We confess It. But here also 
a comparison of present with past condi¬ 
tions will reveal abundant grounds for 
thanksgiving. 

A hundred years ago much Infidelity 
wu* rife umong our educated classes In 
1810 Bishop Meade, of Virginia, stated that 
no young man of any culture could be 
found who received Christianity; that 
every educated young man in Virginia 
whom he met he expected to find skeptic 
or downright infidel. 

When Dr Dwight look charge of Yale, 
near the year 1800. only four or flve young 
men In the college were counted Chris¬ 
tians, and the senior* were rank In un¬ 
belief William and Mary College was a 
hotbed of Infidelity. Gen Washington, on 
more than one occasion, spoke In a dis¬ 
couraging way oi; the future of religion 
In our country, say mg "It Is unpopular 
and unfashionable to express one s belief 
In God or In religion In any form " B«- 

twarn 1815 and 1830 more than 5.000.000 
copies of the works of Tom Paine, Vol¬ 
taire and the like were sold In Europe and 
America. 

How vastly different Is the situation to¬ 
day* Before the steady march of Chris¬ 
tianity. this blatant Infidelity has almost 
totally disappeared 

Among our great universities. Harvard 
perhaps Is moat given to latltudlnarian- 
iam. Yet* an examination, conducted 
•otne years ago. showed that out 
c.f 1 . 4 L »0 graduate* of Harvard, tuiy 
one clurtna to be an Infidel, and one an 
agnostic. . 

While the growth of our country * popu¬ 
lation since 1800 ha* been/thi wonder of 
the world, unparalleled In the history of 
nations, yet the growth of the church has 
been flve time* faster. A century* ago 
there was one professing Christian In 
every sixteen of the population; to-day 
there Is more than one In every three 
For sixteen years church bulldmgs have 
been going up all over our land at the 
rate of eight per day. In 1800 there was 
one church building to every* 1.500 people; 
to-day there la almost one to every 400.

Colored Newsboys Feast. 


New*s has reached Louisville of the 
death In Austin, Tt%, November 19. 
of Benjamin Franklin' Kendall, a for¬ 
mer Loulsvllllan. He was 72 years old 
at the time of hls death. Mr. Kendall 
^*as known as one of the bravest men 
who fought under the stars and bars. 

Mr. Kendall wns born In Louisville 
March 17. 1337 Ho moved to Texas 
in 1860. In 1861. at the outbreak of 
the war between the States, he enlisted 
in Granbury’* 1 company. This com¬ 
pany became a part of thp Seventh 
Texas Regiment, which was one of the 
fighting commands in Gen. Pat Cle- 
hurn’s division. At the fall of Fort 
Donaldson he was captured and Impris¬ 
oned for a time at Camp Chase, O. 
In an exchange of prisoners wplch fol¬ 
lowed he w*as released Just In time to 
take part in the battles of Raymond 
and Jackson. Miss. 

From this time oh. Mr. Kendall was 
in every battle fought by the army of 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnson up to and In¬ 
cluding the battle of Chlckninaugo. At 
this battle he was shot through the 
body. Long before thla wound healed 
he left the ambulance train to take 
part In the battle of New* Hope Church, 
where he was again dangerously i 
wouhdeh. He surrendered with Gen. 
Johnson. 

Alter the tear Mr. Kendall settled In 
Mississippi and became a farmer. H>| 
later took charge of Cooper's Wells, 
a well-known watering place. Two 
years ago he movfcd to the residence 
of hls sister, Mrs. F. 8. Cooper, in Aus¬ 
tin. w r heri« thIRnd came. Mr. Kt-mlall 
was a Mason.

A Road Law Knocked Out- 

The good roads amendment In Indi¬ 
ana has been given a serious backset 
by x decision of the State Supreme 
Court. In an opinion handed down u 
tew days ago the court holds that the 
act of 1905. authorising the “bunding, 
paving apd Improvement of public 
highway! by the taxation of town- 
ships," ^ Is unconstitutional. 

The court takes the view' that the 
act comes urder the category 6#'-spe¬ 
cial legislation which la forbidden by 
the Constitution Such being the case 
U la at least unfortunate that the court 
ruling did not come sooner. The act 
of 1905 was made a part of what i6 
known as the "Oravel Hoad Law 
which was enacted In 1891 and under 
which thousands of miles of roads have 
been constructed. Lender its provisions 
many townships have Issued b.>nds and 
others were preparing to issue them, 
to carry out Improvements. In some 
instances the bonds have not been sold. 
The Supreme Court's decision therefore 
causes much confusion and many Im¬ 
provements th&t were In progress or In 
contemplation have been brought to a 
sudden standstill. The courts no doubt 
will be called on to decide the status 
of contracts made and bonds issued and 
other troublesome questions arising 
therefrom in various townkhlps. 

The Indiana Legislature does not 
meet until 1911, unless a special session 
should be called. Under ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances therefore It will be more 
than a year before anything can be 
dene to cure the defect In the law. 
This Is regrettable as It mekns long de¬ 
lay for many of the works of improve¬ 
ment that were In orospdet before the 
Bupreme Court handed down Its poten¬ 
tial opinion. 

Indiana is well supplied with unim¬ 
proved highways but the good roads- 
idea has been making groat progress in 
recent years. Now that so many coun¬ 
ties and townships have become inter¬ 
ested in the movement a new law un¬ 
doubtedly will be drafted which will 
answer the public purposes a* well as 
tho old. If not better, and at the same 
time will meet the approval of the 
courts. 


A Suggestion. 

A correspondent of Lh© Nashvllte 
Banner, writing from Chapel Hill. 
Term.. makes a suggestion as to forest 
conservation which Is worthy the at¬ 
tention Of the Federal Government 
After reciting the fact that the Middle 
Tennessee valley Is the only spot on 
garth where the red cedar tree grows 
to perfection; that red cedar Is the only 
suitable timber for making lead pen¬ 
cils and penstocks and that the sup 
ply of the original growth will soon 
be.;.exhausted, the Chapel Hill writer 
says: 

“I would suggest that our Government 
tmy up soint* of this cedar land In this 
country and protect its 'growth and d«* 
velopmcnL These Unde can. after the 
<ydAr ha n been removed, be bought very 
cheaply—from 82 to 110 per acre My ob¬ 
servation os to Us growth convinces mo 
that a tree will grow tp Us maturity from 
a berry *ln seventy-five years They 
should. In their first ten years, be very 
thick and close together. Thl* makes 
them spring up tall and straight. The 
weaker ones will be smothered out an<| 
die. thus thinning themselves out, as na¬ 
ture has provided. Suppose the Govern¬ 
ment should buy one thousand acre* of 
tills land at $5 per acre THJ* would cost 
|&,980. Tills could be sown with the seed 
at a cost of not more than $10,000, mak¬ 
ing the total cost $16,000. Thl# thousand 
acre* In seventy-five years will mature 
411,000 trees, worth each 819 ’ which would 
amount to Ifi.ftlS.GOO. This would bo ths 
most profitable and sensible forest reser¬ 
vation of all.*' 

Thus la figured out for Uncle Sam 
a very fine Investment. It Is one that 
would not be attractive to private 
capital, for the American capitalist 
cannot wait seventy-five years for the 
return* from an investment. Unless 
nil signs fall Uncle Bern will be here 
several times seventy-five years and 
there Is likely to be a tremendous de- 
mand for rdd cedar, to soy nothing of 
other timber, three-quarters of u cen¬ 
tury hence. Anything that pgpmlsc* 
such large results from an small an 
outlay Is Worthy the attention of the 
Federal forestry experts who are tryj 
Ing to protect the country against 
future shortage of timber supply. 

To be sure It would cost Uncle Sum 
a big amount to protect his thousand 
acres of red cedar during the seventy 
a fiVe years In which It was slowly ac¬ 
quiring the fullest possibilities of 
growth. The Tennessee writer did not 


The Racing Game. 

Racing in Florida looks very much 
like a makeshift of the sportsmen and 
the "sports" to keep the "game" alive, 
unaltered, by making it a movable feast 
for the hookies. It Is with genuine 
regret that lovers of horses havt seen 
racing shifted from this Stale to that 
seeking Immunity from legal interfer¬ 
ence with track gambling. It would 
have been much better for the ultimate 
interest of the breeding industry If the 
horsemen had combined a doaen years 
or a doseii and a half years ago to re¬ 
form the turf and subordinate the pro¬ 
fessional gambler. 

Racing is In Itself as noble a sport 
ns there Is In existence. Its history is 
as long, or almost as long, us the his¬ 
tory of the human family. There were 
races centuries before the Christian 
era; how long before x no one knows. A 
chariot race was not deemed by Homer 
a subject unsulted to his pen. The 
Greeks, among whom athleticism and 
aestheticism flourished together; who 
produced not only Phidias and the 
Parthenon, and Athena In bronxe and 
Ivory and gold, but also models from 
which their sculptors copied physical 
perfection, pitted their colts and flille* 
in speed contests, u* the Spartans of 
an earlier period* tried out young men 
and maidens In gymnastic exercises 
and flefd sport*. Possibly the Greeks 
made books upon the races. Perhaps 
there were touts as well os turf giants 
In those days, but of this wc cannot be 
certain. The Iliad, with Its poetic de- 
acrlptlon of the horse In action, has 
survived any evidences of an an ti¬ 
gambling crusade that may have ex¬ 
isted. 

Horse racing as It exists to-day has 
been institutional In England since the 
days of James I. Epsom was Bran- 
atead Down# before U was JCpsom. and 
Newmarket Is even older. The good 
Queen Anne was a patron of the turf, 
and introdtlced the Innovation of royal 
cups as prises. The cavaliers brought 
blooded horses to Virginia, and Vir¬ 
ginia through the might and "wind" 
of the descendants of Imported dams 
and sires, became "the mother of four- 
mllers," true tests of the blood and the 
brawn of the real racing animal. 1 
For more than a century an aristoc¬ 
racy of horseflesh coexisted with a 
landed aristocracy In the South. 
Charleston, the most exclusive of 
American cities, was the scene of the 
first race meeting held by an organisa¬ 
tion. George Washington held It a 
distinguished honor to be selected as 
Judge to preside over the races at the 
Virginia courses, where the belles and 
beaux of the period foregathered as 
they do nowadays at the Indoor horse 
shows. 

Ttftrt has been a steady decline In 
the tone of racing ‘sines the "four- 
mller," after a century of glory upon 
the American turf, was supplanted, a 
generation ago. by the sprinter, a bet¬ 
ter gambling device than his predeces¬ 
sor. but not So good a horse. It,was 
not necessary to lay a wager upon a 
four-mile race In order to enjoy the 
contest and be thrilled by the climax 
of the drama of speed and courage. 
There Is no excuse for a half-mile 
scramble between immature colts and 
fillies, other than that It provides a 
professional gambler's medium for the 
exercise of his function. 

Racing at Its worst, during the pe¬ 
riod that has been marked by, and that 
has given cause for, the anti-gambling 
crusades, has been quite a different 
form of sport from that which was 
patronized by the most representative 
Virginians In the days of the fame of 
the Broad Rock and Fairvlew courses. 
It was a far cry from "Newmarket" 
at Charleston In the last half of the 
Eighteenth century, and Bennlng. near 
Washington, during the first decade of 
ths Twentieth century, when that 
course was a bookmaker's heaven and 
a resort for flashy women and •‘sporty" 
men; a far dry from the 8lr Henry- 
Eclipse match at tho old Union course 
upon Long island In 1823 and ths "rab¬ 
bit races" which have played a large 
part In the game In both the East and 
the West in recent times. 

It was for the benefit of racing add 
breeding that racing was systematised. 
Its "gamblerlsatlcut" cost It Rs reputa¬ 
tion. the patronage of the better ele¬ 
ment popularising It with undesirables. 
It formed the picture which the cru¬ 
saders were able to present effectively, 
touched up wkh a few extra tints. In 
a campaign against the turf, for which 
the vices of the tracks contributed the 
ammunition. 

It is regrettable that during the lust 
two decades racing and prize fighting 
have been. In public opinion in a large 
part of America, almost equally out¬ 
lawed sports. Between the two there 
Is this essential difference: Pugilistic 
contest* form a degrading exhibition 
which Is a medium for gambling, while 
races constitute a wholesome form of 
amusemsnt for spectators, and the 
basis for a breeding industry, and offer 
a medium for gambling. Tho breeding 
Industry will suffer so long os it la 
necessary to hold races In two or three 
States only, or upon the other side of 
the Mexican line. What Is needed la 
the reorganization of racing along such 
lines that It will be welcomed In States 
where R Is now forbidden. A step In 
the right direction was taken by the 
New Louisville Jockey Club when It 
ruled tho bookmakers off of the track. 
Most of the other organisations, or all 
of them, seem to hang to the delusion 
that the best course to pursue Is to 
fight the law to the last ditch and be 
friend the bookmaker as the backbone 


of racing. The turf should return to 
greater encouragement of long-distance 
events, eliminating contests at short 
distances between "youngsters," whose 
running Is Interesting only to the bet¬ 
tor. ThS bookmaker should be left off 
of the track. The "racing game" 
might find a home In a gvutvr num¬ 
ber of States. The breeding Industry 
might be rehabilitated. The suppres¬ 
sion of public gambling throughout the 
country, where gambling is not asso¬ 
ciated with racing, should be a lesson 
and a warning to short-sighted horse¬ 
men who depend upon Injunctions, 
"test coses" and removal to complacent 
States for the continuation of racing. 


A Costly Campaign. 

Judge W. J. Gay nor. the successful 
candidate for Mayor In the recent New 
York municipal campaign, spent no 
money In his race, but the same can¬ 
not be said for the party organization*. 
In fact, something like $ 400,000 was 
turned loose. The Republican county 
committee expended $214,000 and Tain 
many Hull disbursed $139,000. The Busi¬ 
ness Men's Municipal Association put 
up 820,236. Mr. Heorst devoted $9,000 to 
his canvass and pledged $5,000 besides 
to the Civic Alliance. 

Tho New York World, which has 
been looking Into the figures, sayti an 
average of slxty-alx cents was spent for 
every vote cast, "the Gaynor vole rep¬ 
resenting an average outlay of fifty-six 
cents and the Bannard vote $1,30." The 
vote cast for Hearst represented the 
smallest expenditure, an average of 
less than ten cents to the ballot cast. 
Commenting on the outlay the World 
says: 

"It Is not intimated that these expendi¬ 
ture* for party oratory and fireworks 
are unlawful. The fact for remark Is 
the mounting scale of campaign extrav¬ 
agance under which It now costs $150.- 
000 more to elect a Mayor of New York 
than It cost to elect Lincoln President 
for his first term. Tills lavish u*« of 
mdney In elections Is not Justified on 
any ground of national expansion. It Is 
inherently vicious." 

Probably one of the objects of the 
New York law, which requires on ac¬ 
counting to the Secretary of Stato of 
campaign* expenditures, was the lessen¬ 
ing of such expenditures. In that par¬ 
ticular It has not been effective. It Is 
a wise law nevertheless and serves a 
good purpose merely by calling public 
attention to the growing cost of polit¬ 
ical campaign*. The New York mayor¬ 
alty campaign was a short one. It also 
must have been a merry one for this 
ward heelers and their parasite*. Money 
probably was never *o plentiful In a 
purely local election. It was a fleeting 
month of prosperity, a thirty day*' 
shower of "dough.” which roust have 
Masted hke more" when the worltera 
wok* up the day after election and real¬ 
ized that the monetary deluge had 
ceased. 


Restaurant Etiquette. 

The arrest of a Louisville waiter who 
is charged with malicious aasaull brings 
up the question hf what rules of etl- 1 
quette should be observed between the 
waiter and the patron of the place of 
public entertainment. 

It seems that the man who is now in 
the hospital srgued with the waiter. 
That was. of course, a breach of eti¬ 
quette tending to precipitate a breach 
cf the peace. Upon thl9 point there can 
be no dispute. One may argue wKh a 
judgv u|h>q the bench an^expect noth¬ 
ing more than <i fine for contempt, tine 
may argue with a bishop or cardinal, a 
duke or a prince. 3ut one must not 
attempt to argue witdi a waiter. The 
waiter may, or may n&t, be bearded like 
the psrd and full of strange oaths, hut 
Invariably he Is Jealous In honor,,sudden 
and quick in quarrel, seeking the bubble 
reputation in the presence of his fellows 
among w hom there exists esprit du corps 
uiu-qualed in the best disciplined army, 
lf the soup seems cold and the waiter 
says the soup Is hot It follows that the 
soup Is, for all practical purposes, st 
exactly the right temperature. If the 
chop Is underdone and the waiter say* 
It la not Underdone do not be conten¬ 
tious. Yours not to reason why; yours 
but to bolt and fly. If somebody blun 
dered. If the cakes seem to have' 
"middles" In them—"middles" which ap¬ 
pear to your unreliable eye and untrust¬ 
worthy palate as bring unfit for con¬ 
sumption—do not become contumacious. 
Eat the cakes or leave them, but avoid 
controversial bitterness which may end 
in your bulng projected into the out of 
doors* atmosphere at a slant of forty- 
five degrees and landed upon the outer 
covering c*f the medulla oblongata in the 
nearest oblong gutter. 

Some persons learn these things only 
by experience. There Is, for the sake 
of Illustration, the patient In the hos¬ 
pital. lie hovers between life and death 
as a result of wounds upon the head 
Inflicted by rough stones, belglnn blocks, 
“nigger heads,'' curbing and other solid 
or hard substances Into contact with 
which he came, headfirst, as a result of 
having argued a point of ethics with hi* 
superior. In a physical and official sense, 
In ignorance of the Ironclad rules of 
restaurant etiquette. It Is believed that 
the victim of his own wretched rashness 
may recover, insensible In the gutter, 
delirious on the operating table, he 
rests under the Influence of narcotics 
after an operation performed by skilled 
surgeons In the hope of defeating by 
science the evidently, or at least prob¬ 
ably. murderous Intention of the waiter. 

It seems thAt ‘the authorities, that Is 
to say. the myrmidons of the law and 
the, militant man of piano-moving 
strength who waited upon tin* patient 
prior to heaving him into the gutter for 
his impudence—the authorities, differ as 
to whether the man was struck upon the 
head with a blunt Instrument and 
heaved out in a limp and Inert condl 
tlon. The waiter asseverates that he 
did not assault, batter, hammer or pound 
the patron of the restaurant, with a 
weapon or Instrument of any kind. It 
does not seem probable that lie did. The 


surface of a macadamized street, or one 
made of cobblestones, granite blocks or 
even vitrified brick. Is sufficiently rough 
and unyielding to InAict severe Injuries 
upon the party who chances to come into 
sudden contact with K, either when 
proceeding in a vertical direction from 
the top of a church or describing the 
hypotenuse of a right angle triangle 
of which the street surface Is the base 
and tho restaurant the other side. It is 
not at all unreasonable to believe that 
a man—especially a corpulent man — 
when seized by the seat of his pan¬ 
taloons and the scruff of his neck, 
elevated above the head of a large and 
muscular waiter and shot head foremost 
at the street surface, might, by landing 
upon the paving stones, making a sec¬ 
ond-base slide Into the gutter and com* 
Irg to a full stop against the curbing, 
sustain the injuries described by the 
surgeons and the police in the case of 
the man rvho made the error of arguing 
with the waiter. 

This case should teach a lesson. One 
replies suavely to, and smiles blandly 
with, his barber, even when the conver¬ 
sation u not enlivening—having in mind 
the fact that the barber has the razor 
and un advantage in position as well. 
One should be ingratiating In his man¬ 
ner toward tho waiter. Do not. what¬ 
ever you do, try to become chummy 
with the waiter upon slight acquaint¬ 
ance. Boar in mind the fact that you 
have not met him socially. One never 
presumes upon a business, or profes¬ 
sional. acquaintance. If one Is well bred. 
When one Isn't the other one may be, 
and may therefore rebuke the boorish 
person sharply. But w r hlle avoiding any 
approach to chumminess, be pleasing In 
your manner, or os nearly pleasing as 
you can b*. Above all things, do not 
argue. It is Ill-bred, but that hi a sec¬ 
ondary' consideration. It Is refkless. It 
Is provocative of untimely death. 

‘Contentions, fierce, ardent and dire, 
spring from no petty cause," says Hlr 
Walter Scott in One of his poems. But 
Sir Walter Scott did Hot know the 
Twenileth-century* American waiter. He 
knew about the customs of the chase 
and the battlefield, the personal dlfllculty 
with broadswords and broadaxes, with 
pikes, staves, lances, maces, or dagger*. 
But he was ignorant of the risks that 
beset the path of the tenderfoot who 
ventures the assertion that the steak Is 
not as rare as a day In June, but as 
raw as a windy night In February, or 
who attempts tasteless witticisms when 
the food is flavorless. Possibly conten¬ 
tions. fierce, ardent and dire did not 
spring from petty causes in the days of 
Roderick Dhu.

AMOUNTS ARE NOT FIXED. 


Frankfort. Ky., Nov. 35.—(Special.) 
—Judge James Breathitt, Attorney 
General, has sent opt an opinion In 
which he goes thoroughly into oil tho 
phases of the question of bonds for 
county officials. The opinion was pre¬ 
pared by Judge John F. Lockett. Assis¬ 
tant Attorney General, after consulta¬ 
tion with Judge Breathitt. It explains 
Just w hn t hands shall be required of 
each officer In a city and county. The 
opinion calls special attention to the 
necessity for the naming of a'deflnlto 
penal sum In each bond. County officers 
in every county In Kentucky will be 
Interested in the opinion which Is as 
foltows: 

E#q., 
Judge Trigg County Court. Cadiz, Ky.— 
Dear Sir: Your communication of recent 
date came duly to ttaad. In answer. w« 
rail your attention to the county levy 
bond of tbo Sheriff, which I* required to 
be taken in a penal lum equal' to double 
the amount of taxe* likely to corns Into 
his hands; Kentucky Statute*. Carroll** 
edition, nwe. Section 1*H4. penal bond*. 
Sect ion IWd. Hub*ection 2. 

The other bond* of the Sheriff, official 
and Slate revenue, may be taken, tho 
one iff the first instance In a penal wm 
sufficient to cover possible *ults on his 
bond or wrongful official acts, and for 
failure to pay over to p«f»ons entitled to 
turns tuonry that may come Into his 
hands s* such Sheriff; in the other In¬ 
stance. tho bond* should be taken in a 
penal sum sufficient to cover the antici¬ 
pated Stale revenue for the year for 
which It 1* executed. The form* of these

We trust you will pardon thl* seem¬ 
ingly kindergarten method of answering 
you, but we are dally receiving communi¬ 
cations on thU self same subject, and It 
la our purpose to use copies of thl# to 
you to avoid otherw-lae the necessity of 
writing a long opinion to each particular 
Inquirer. Upon writing a County Judge 
aJfew day* ago in similar language to the 
above, regarding Sheriffs’ bonds, we re¬ 
ceived a reply in which, among other 
tilings, he aAVs:

[Hired by law for the discharge or per- 
ormance of any public or fiducial office, 
trust or employment shall be a covenant 
to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, from 
the principal and surety, or sureties, that 
the principal will faithfully discharge th« 
duties of the office, trust or employment, 
and such bond shall he limited in a

In your communication you say: 

"Several of the offlcers-elcct of Trigg 
county are ssklns tor Information rela¬ 
tive to bonda The latest statutes con¬ 
template a definite amount of liability. 
W'll you kindly advise me how I should 
hoM in taking the l^nda of County Judge. 
County Clerk. Jailer, Assessor, who are 
not collecting officers atrletly speaking 
Now as to' Sheriff and School Suoerin- 
tendent. I can vetimate that readily. I 
ahull be under many obligations for some 
expression of opinion from you relative 
t<» my duty l« taking these bonds. Or 
course. I do not take the bond of County 
Judge, but the principle is there nlr the 
same It will apply to other*. The Mag¬ 
istrates will also come under the same 

rU Wh*l* neither the County Judge nor the 
County Clerk are. strictly speaking* col¬ 
lecting officers, yet both these officers 
may nt time* have In their custody large 
sums of money belonging to the State or 
to citizens of tha State. This Is especially 
true of the County Clerk, who Is not only 
a collector of lazes of those delinquents 
whose lands have been sold for taxes, but 
almost the sole collector of all the spe¬ 
cial license tuxes under our State laws. In 
recent ygara the Legislatures bavg large¬ 
ly multiplied these latter objects of tax¬ 
ation. Consequently, they are In addition 
to tho peddlers’, marriage and liquor li¬ 
cense

Collect Large Sums. 

In counties like Daviess. Ifenderaon and 
McCracken, the average monthly 'collec¬ 
tion* of the County Clerk from looat 
licenses alone must approximate $?.00t) a 
month. Sometime* the*e latter license* 
may nearly all fnll • q" ui 

ly where t>y the ordinance^ of the cities 
and towns a date I* fixed at which they 
shall be granted or renewed. To be sure. 
In smaller counties or In counties in 
which these larger licenses, such as liquor 
license*, are not granted, the bond of the 
clerk would be considerably lower, and 
the County Judges of tho State may arrive 
with reasonable certainly at the collec¬ 
tions of their clerks through the Auditor's 
department, to which they are required 
to make monthly report*. 

The County Judge* usually have a very 
smull amount of puhllc money In their 
hand*. It is generally derived from writ 
taxes, fines and forfeitures, and from 
these source* no great amount le usually 
In the hand* of the*# officers. However, 
in the settlement of estate*, especially 
wheie the public administrator Is not a 


bank or trust company readily accessible, 
a County Judge may at time* have large 
sum* of mohey In his hand* deposited 
with him. pending the transfer of the 
estate ft^m one fiduciary to another. But 
we would not consider that the bond of 
a County Judge in any county should be 
fixed In a sum anything like ae great a* 
should be required by a County Clerk, i 
• • • 

Assessor's Bond Light. 


As to the bond of the Assessor, we are 
not inclined to the opinion that a heavy 
penal bond should be required. The Court 
»>f Appeal* has held that thle officer Is 
not liable for a mere mistake In Judg¬ 
ment, but only whero the assessment is 
corruptly or maliciously made, or cor¬ 
ruptly omitted to be made. This ruling 
Is placed upon the very sensible Idea that 
If the A*»4**or might be harassed with 
suit* sole)} for errors In valuing proper¬ 
ty It would destroy the Independent of 
his Judgment, and tend, through fear of 
such suits, to minimise the valuations 
placed upon property (Dougherty ve. Bx- 
xell. 29 !*a\v Reporter. 890. However, the 
Btute. as well as the taxpayer. Is vitally 
Interested in having Just valuations 
placed upon all taxable property, and the 
bond In the several counties ehould be 
fixe<l in a penal sum. having regard to 
the total value of the taxable property in 
cash. 

The bond of a Jailer ehould be fixed in 
an amount sufficient to cover acts for 
which he may become liable where dis¬ 
charging the duties which ordinarily de¬ 
volve upon the riherlff. as well as any 
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Amusemsnt Guide.

A Magistrate's Bond. 


We lake It that the bond of a Magis¬ 
trate should be fixed with reference to 
the district he represents. A Magistrate 
whose district is In a city or town, pro¬ 
vided all things were equal, would natu¬ 
rally Issue more writs, impoa* and collect 
more finra paid into the court than a 
"country Magistrate" with a laraor dis¬ 
trict In area, but With a lee# constituency, 
notwithstanding th# Jurisdiction of both 
are coextensive with tb»» county. 8o with 
Constables Experience has shown that 
It Is difficult to obtain Constables in thin¬ 
ly settled districts, while there sre al¬ 
ways active contests for this position In 
a city or town, and In our opinion thl* 
is to some extent due to the matter of 
tho bond. We believe these penal bonds 
can and should be graded fn penal amount 
having reference to tha voluma^of busi¬ 
ness reasonably to be estimated in each 
Instance. Of course, thl* should not alone 
control the officer in taking the bond, for 
In some localltiee conditions might exist 
not here considered, but easily Imagined 
and which the officer taking the bond 
should recognise In fixing the definite 
penal amount of aame. 

We have not seen fit to, Indicate any 
certain amount to be fixed in any given 
bond, nor do we think it would be proper 
that we should db so. Thl# power Is re¬ 
posed by tho people singly and alone In 
the officer or officers whose duty It is to 
take the bonds.

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| KENTUCKY LEADS. 


(Atlanta Constitution.) 

One of the most advanced steps in any 
of the Southern States in tha^dlrection of 
substantia! publlp road Improvement is 
recorded by Kentucky, where the people 
have Just approved an amendment to the 
State Constitution providing for a tax 
levy for the building and betterment of 
roads. 

While the amendment went through 
aafely and with a good majority vote, 
there will be. nevertheless, much surprise 
at % the attitude of the rural district*, 
where the vote was about evenly divided 
for and against the measure. 

It Is difficult to account for suoh opposi¬ 
tion ^from those to whom the benefit is 
greatest. 

Every mile of country road built or im¬ 
proved Is an asset appreciable In dfillar* 
and cents to those who must make use* 
of It. \ 

However, the Kentucky movement i i* 
one of State-wide Import and advantage, 
and the progressive sections of the Stale, 
with the assistance of progressive farm¬ 
ers, prevented the failure of the measure. 

Significance of the Kentucky action 
jnust Impress Itself upon every State and 
section. 

When a Plate is willing to amend Its 
Constitution and levy taxes especially for 
road construction. It mean# Its cltlxena 
are wide awake both to advantage and 

necessity. 

It Is a lesson, a splendid pattern for 
other SLates and other communities. 

Every road Improvement which enable* 
the farmer to do In one ds^y tho work of 
transportation which formerly required 
two/ is equivalent to Just that much cash 
In his pocket. 

Those counties and sections of the South 
which IntH come into full realization of 
this fact are the ones which to-day are 
attracting moat attention from Investors 
and substantial settlers. 

The secret of it is because they are the 
most progressive and prosperous 

The counties with the best roads are the 
counties with the biggest bank deposits. 

The States of th* South must mcet^the 
demand, begun like a little sand spiral, 
but gruWn now to cyclonic proportions, 
for better country roads. 

There are various methods by which 
they may do this. Georgia has begun well 
in the distribution of her convict forces 
upon the State highways. Kentucky find* 
the need so great that she is going to 
collect and Invest the actual oaah. Other 
States may find other means mors adapt- 
able. 

But to the great work of substantial 
road building they roust speedily turn 
their be#) energies and efforts.

Human figure targets that not only 
move but actually fire at the marks- 
man, aro rather startling, but thla Is 
what tho moving-picture machine Is 
now* doing (Or English soldier# who are 
learning to shoot, and will doubtless 
do for our own National Guardsmen In 
the near future. 

Tho ronrksman alms at moving pic¬ 
ture* shown on a screwn by a cinemat¬ 
ograph. and thus, for Instance, iuay 
practice shooting against figure# that 
advance and retreat, take cover and 
emerge from cover, run or walk or 
crawl, and which actually appear to bo 
firing at him In this way. It 1* claimed, 
he uses'hls rifle under conditions that 
ere far nearer the "real thing" than 
any that have been possible heretofore. 

On this target one can evan see the 
smoke from the enemy’s rifles blown 
away by the wind, and all the exalting 
details of his movements are placed 
before the rifleman so that his capabil¬ 
ities can be tested to the utmost This 
remarkable invention should be capable

Tne night watchman 
made his rounds at 11:30 o’clock, and 
everything was all right, and at 12 
o'clock the seed room was on Are. 
One of the Mengel Box Company's large 
plants was Just across the street from 
the oil mill, but owing to the wind be 
mg from the south the danger was 
not so great, but the Mengel Box Com¬ 
pany had out their own Are department 
and kept a continuous stream of water 
on their buildings. The oil mill Is ft 
branch of the Richmond A Bond Com¬ 
pany’s business at Chattanooga. Teun.. 
and was next to the largest concern 
In Hickman. The branch was operated 
by G. B. Bond, of Chattanooga. The 
loss is well covered by Insurance.

Hoal's Lawyers Protest Over Ar¬ 
rangement Without Counsel.

Wllkerson. of Jt-ffersonvllle. who have 
been retained to defend Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son Hoal. the boy slayer Of J. Hun¬

ELECTRIC BUNGALOW 

(New York Tribune.) 

On a pretty little Island in the Dela¬ 
ware River there lives, and has for 
nearly quarter of a century, one of 
the most Interesting hermits In the 
world. Nearly twenty-four years ago 
James 8. Wtllls was forced to the con¬ 
clusion that ho would look on the green 
i flel Is and tho blue sky for only a short 
time lunger and that the Palates he ad¬ 
mit ed *0 much would soon wave their 
dainty bends above hls grave. He was 
a very sick man. was Willis, and des¬ 
paired of getting well But he loved the 
opfn nit. the forest and the freedom of 
the lon*l>* hill* He thought It over anl 
decided that If he was doomed to die he 
would live the little remainder of his 
life as close to nsturo n < possible 
on August 19. twentv-four years ago. 
Will ft rawed across to the Utile Island^ 
that has been his home ever since. He 
intended to moke It a two weeks’ camp. 


Itg trip, And had he ended the two 
weeks sojourn on the Island by suc- 
cumblng to the sickness that then af- 
nieted him It would have been no mat- 
ter of surprise to any one who knew 
him But he got aJong remarkably well 
on the Island—*0 well that he dr - fed to 
give up his business In PhlladefiJHTa and 
X? , th * r ® for the rest of hls life. He 
didn t believe that It would be a long 
life, but the Island has been a vvonderful 
place of restoration to Willis, and he 
Is In better health to-day than ever be¬ 
fore In hls life. And he never was hap¬ 
pier or more contented with hls lot than 
he la to-day. after nearly a quarter of a 
century of hla Robinson Crusoe exist¬ 
ence. 

A remarkable feature of the hermit’s 
life on the Island la the home he has 
erected and fitted up for himself there. 
There are more than 125 separate elec¬ 
trical connections In this little two-room 
bungalow. When one turn* the knob 
of the front door all the lights of the 
Uvlngroom. about ten In number go 
out, and two big alarm bella begin to 
ring and continue until he opens th* 
circuit Willis will then. If he 1* show¬ 
ing hls house to a visitor, go to hls med¬ 
icine cabinet and open the door. Im¬ 
mediately all the lights arc aglow Next 
he will proceed from one object to an¬ 
other. Lift a pipe here, and a gong will 
ring; a book la moved there, and ofT 
goes a bell. Place a magazine in the 
wrong pile or In the wrong spot on 
the table, and Immediately you learn of 
your mistake by a two-inch gong being 
set going. Move any chair, take down 
the broom, try to steal the hermit’s um¬ 
brella or open hls ice chest, and the 
stillness of the beautiful Island Is shat¬ 
tered by the sharp ring of a gong. The 
hermit takes a great delight in this 
feature of hls home. 

An eloctrlcaJ rat trap is another of the 
hermit’s curiously devised contrivances. 
In order to catch and kill the pests. 
Willis constructed a trap, the approach 
to which is over a lead surface, which 
acts as a negative force. Th»*n the food 
Is placed on a plate-that Is charged with 
electricity, making a positive force, and 
as soon os the rat steps on the plate he 
Is electrocuted .h Mr Willis has killed 
more thsn seventy rats In this manner. 

Another device that the hermit has 
made Is a clock fashioned of tin cans, 
which revolve, the hands, standing still. 
This clock can be set so that any hour 
It will ring a ten-Inch gong and turn on 
all the lights. When Mr. WIIll* go** 
to bed he need not put out hls lights, 
for as soon a* he touches hls couch out 
go the lights and down come the win¬ 
dow shades. When he get* up In the 
morning on go the lights and up go the 
window shades. 

NEW GUN SILENCER. 

(Hartford. Conn.. Special to New York 
Herald ) 

A new gun silencer has been submitted 
to th* Government * by Hiram Percy 
Maxim. Its Inventor The sixe of the new 
silencer hs<* been so reduced that with a 
slight change In th* hilt the bayonet may 
be fixed without removing the slJenoer. 
The device Is less thsn one inch in diam¬ 
eter,* whereas the old derign wa* one and 
three-eighths Inches. The weight U seven 
and one-halt ounces, a reduction of sU 
ounce* 

Several criticism* of the old silencer 
have been met .Where It was necessary 
to remove the old silencer before the bay¬ 
onet could b* fixed, the new arrangement 
Is a permanent and flx«d part of the arm 
and the reduced weight on the end of th* 
nun barrel will answer in a great meas¬ 
ure the criticisms that have been nlade 
asalnst disturbing the balance of the rifle 

Improvements which Mr Maxlns ha* 
made are do* to'th* suggest on * mad»- in 
the School of Musketry report, and nv 
believe* he hn* overcome the disadvan¬ 
tages pointed out by the experts.

FALLACY OF THE FIREPLACE. 

(Dr. Woods Hutchinson In Outing Mag- 
aslno.) 

While we deeply regret th# neoeasity of 
disturbing such a hoary and venerable 
belief, with so many delightful and com¬ 
forting associations connected with It. as 
that of ths "perfect ventilation" obtained 
by mrans of an open fireplace, candor 
compels us to stats that ths natural 
method of ventilation, either by means 
of an open fireplace or an ordinary stove, 
Is neither adequate nor satisfactory, ll 
is not adequate because, except In the 
leakiest of rooms, the amount of change 
made Is tftc sir is not sufflricnt. 

The second and most vital reason Is 
that the cold air which enters for the 
most part comes in at s level where It 
la of the least value for respiration, vlx.: 
from one to three feet above Hie floor, 
and Is sucked directly Into the fire and 
shot up the chimney, thus producing an 
unpleasant sensation of draught upon ths 
fret and lower lln*tw while doing very 
little to purify the air at or above the 
level of the mouth. This latter Is the 
only air In the room that we can breathe 
In other words, ths Are g«*ts tho bulk 
of the fresh air, and leaves the occupants 
of ths room ths foul air, whloh being 
warfli tends to rise toward the ratlins 
The Are draws plenty of fresh s4r for 
Itself, but It doesn't give any of It back 
for the use of the human occupants of 
the room All llv# benefit tlvey get I* 
from such of ths cold air as they may be 
Able to brrathe during Its rush toward 
the fireplace. Hence, while an open fire 
provides a much larger Involuntary 
change of air than a Closed stove, its 
mere presence In a room by no means 
solves the problem of ventilation for that 
room, as la often fondly supposed. 

It is a very pretty thing to look at and 
an excellent means of providing healthful 
exercise by causing the occupants of the 
room to take their turn In standing or 
sluing directly In front of It and turn¬ 
ing themselves round and round, like 
meat on a nplt, to keep from being 
chilled on one side and roasted on the 
other. But It Is almost as much of a 
broken reed for purpose* of ventilation 
as of warming In really severs weather. 
As an ornamental addition to a room 
already really warmed by furnace or 
steam heat, and as a temporary resource 
and addition to comfort during the un¬ 
settled weather of apring ami fall, before 
the main heating system la In operation, 
It is most excellent, but It can only be 
regard* d as an addition to methods of 
real ventilation and real heating

Australia, and the waters around 
Singapore are probably the mod danger¬ 
ous localities for shark* When steam- 
slilpM passing through the Sues Canal 
reached Port Bald In the past young Aral* 
would come up over the side and offer to 
iMve overboard for silver coins, or to 
cwtm under the ship and come up on the 
other side, which was a much more peril¬ 
ous undertaking One lad always cap¬ 
tured the hoarts of the women aboard 
t>#cau*e of the fact that his left leg had 
been severed by a shark, and whsn he 
went cheerXullv hobbling about the decks, 
looking for his livelihood, he never wonted 
for either sympathy or silver and over¬ 
board lie would go. and with his one sound 
leg and the stump of the other, which had 
been taken off above the knee, he would 
successfully kirk and wriggle hit way 
under the big ship and come up with a 
happy grin on the opposite side of the 
vessel But this has been Interdicted at 
Port Bald now. and also at Colombo, Cey¬ 
lon. the Inference being that Occidents 
have occurred In the last few years

Tile largest co-opera¬ 
tive dairy uses about 77,000 pounds of milk 
a day. and produce* twelve to fourteen 
tons of butter a week. Pasteurlaers arid 
refrigerators are attached to all the sepa¬ 
rator 

s • • 

Land of Dairies. 

The separated crestn is stored twenty- 
four hours before being churned into but¬ 
ter. The separated milk goes into vats 
for making cheese, and what is hot re¬ 
gained for cheese Is sold to farmers to be 
fed to pigs and converted into pork, ham* 
and bacons. There are over a thousand 
Kood-slxed dairies in Denmark, and they 
give Isrge employment to mate and fe¬ 
male. notwithstanding the extensive use 
of up-to-date machinery. 

In Copenhagen milk is a cheap and ab¬ 
solutely pure article of diet. The leading 
vendor of milk, the Copenhagen .Milk Hup- 
lany. was started a few year 
by some philanthropic business men. 
were detenrftned that In Copenhagen milk 
should be a source of nourishment and 
not of poison. This company gets every 
day about 5.0U0 gallons of milk from ai>out 
rorty farms, where ths most rigid pro¬ 
visions for the fording and management 
of cows are enforced, ll is all carefully 
Altered and drawn off Into glass bottles, 
mechanically corked and then sealed anu 
tied by girl* i 
and caps. 

Ths cans which brought the milk from 
ths furms are all cleaned before their re¬ 
turn. They are scrubbed in hot water 
und soda, given a bath In lime water, 5nd 
any genus that might still survive are 
then forced by surlllxotion to Join the 
great majority. AU the profits of this 
company shove 5 per cent, go to reduce 
the price of milk sold to charitable in¬ 
stitution* It stems to ms that the Co¬ 
penhagen buslneia men who founded this 
ngmpany are Just the kind of practical 
philanthropist* who should be mods)# for 
all tho world, where commercialism and 
human regard for the health of the chil¬ 
dren of the poor do not alwaya go to¬ 
gether.

Hr* always willing to talk about the "har¬ 
bor master," the giant shark, usually a 
hammer head, ihnt guard# the tiar and 
never sleep* And In truth you can fre¬ 
quently see down In the transparent wa¬ 
ter th* broad back of some one of the 
tribe sauntering abllenly about Just above 
th** floor of ln« harbor. No authentic 
ca»* has ever toera run down In the Ba¬ 
hama*. however, in which a man lost his 
life or even any blood thrdugh the medium 
of a shark’* teeth. 

Tet that Is no warrant for asserting 
peremptorily that no one was ever bitten 
by one of th«?s* fl*h In the Bahamas. On 
th* contrary, ll Is very likely that negroes 
among the out islands have suffered from 
shark bite, especially In Andros lslfind 
and Eleuthere. 

There are mom than 156 different spe¬ 
cies of the shark family classified, and 
their vast cruising ground reach*# from 
the Southern Ocean to the Arctic Circle. 
Sometimes they ttrs found far up streams, 
specimen* having b«'*n taken In the Tigris 
River at Bagdad. Sf>0 miles from tho Per¬ 
sian Gulf, and they have been reported 
In a lake in Vltl Levu, In the FIJI Islands, 
which U shut off from the sea toy a cata¬ 
ract. But, genoraily speaking, ths shark 
U an Inhabitant of lhe sea proper.

Many Bike Bidera. 

It la Indeed very striking, the great 
number of bicycle riders on the streets 
of Copenhagen In the morning, and to¬ 
ward evening, thore is one perpetual 
stream of cyclists. The leading streets 
looked like Michigan avenue in Chicago 
in the heyday ofour bicycle erase and 
befor* automobiles began their reign. The 
streets of Copenhagen are well paved ami 
level, and tho country roads are good, so 
It is pleasure cycling, especially aa with 
th* exception of a fow taxloab* there are 
no automobile* tearing about the atreets. 

People who are interested In opportunt- 
tles for women 4 * work should get a value- 
bio idea from Copenhagen Th**r« an* sev¬ 
eral women there who drive cabs through 
tho streets, ar\d do their work just as 
well as men. perhaps better than many 
men. Th«*y wear ordinary fetnlnin* cos¬ 
tume, except they have high boots like 
the men cabbies. They seem to enjoy their 
vocation. It requires no physical strain 
for which they are not fltted. They do not 
so© w-hy they should not drive cabs as 
much as the men, ami I cannot myself 
so© why it is worM for them to compete 
in this pursuit than In many others. 

The hotels of Copenhagen are very com. 
fortabtc and not expensive. The cooking 
Is delicious, but so many courses are 
served that tjnrmrd tii* end tin 
wane* and the food cannot be appreciated. 
There are many dishes In whloh the 
Danes excel. One of these Is a kind of 
lobster a la Newburgh, with curry sauce; 
another Is the fruit Jelly, with rich cfenm 
deaaert. ! mentioned In my previous letter. 
The soups are very savory There Is a 
great variety of good-Anvored rtsh. Eggs 
and poultry an? Invariably g 6 od. Den- 
mask Is famous for cabbage* and carrots, 
many of which are exported even to 
America.

Resort of Royalty. 

Copenhagen Is famous as being the 
greatest resort of Europe for royally, 
Hera they have their family meetings, 
and here, as If they were Just ordinary 
common people, no one disputes thsir in¬ 
alienable rights to life, liberty and th© 
pursuit of happiness, end there are no 
aesaaaln* around There were three rosg- 
nlflcent royal yachts in the harbor of Co¬ 
penhagen while I wete there. One belonged 
to th© Queen of England, one to the Dow¬ 
ager Empress of Russia and one to the 
King of Denmark himself. One of the 
best dwellings In Copenhagen belongs to 
thp King of Grevoe. He spends much Urn© 
here, and perhaps And* Copenhagen a less 
worrisome city to live In than bis own 
capital, Athens. 

The architecture of Copenhagen, while 
not antique, l» « bit old-fashioned There 
are few very old houses, as these were 
mostly destroyed in disastrous Arc* year* 
ago Nelson's bombardment In 1807 de¬ 
stroyed over 300 houses; moreover, the 
grant growth of the city has been In re¬ 
cent years, the population having doubted 
within the Inst twenty-rive yean* There 
nr© wme ftn*» boulevards, and many more 
Interesting narrow, crooked street*. 

One of theagreat*»*t amusement places 
of Europe Is th§ "Tivoli" of Copenhagen, 
n great popular pleasure garden where 
there are all sorts of entertainments The 
one which yields tho most fun Is the fa¬ 
mous "Black Kettle." Hera there Is music 
and dancing. And many pretty and viva¬ 
cious girls about, but the leading feature 
1* the throwing of confetti There is con- 
Ltinned wnrfsre all the evening tn the 
Black Kettle— In fact, the caldron Is In 
• eesanilv bolting with fun and good na- 
turad tight with these little paper bits 
with which everyone Is bombarded, every¬ 
one throw* at everyone else, but usuaUy 
the prettiest girls are those who ace the 
targets for the most activ© Are. / 

1 regretted to leave King Frederick the! 
Eighth’s neat, prosperous, happy little 
kingdom, where they make such good but¬ 
ter and beer, and ride so many bicycles, 
and have sueh nice little shops, and such 
fun al the Tivoli, but I had to go on; so 
I sailed out of th© harbor tn rout© for 
Mai m»" Sweden, saw the Danish flags of 
the fortiflratliras and f©w men of w«r 
fad© in the distance, and I felt sorry that 
Just In these waters the great Lord Nel¬ 
son. without any declaration uf war. had 
once treated poor little Denmark with 
■uch violent and uncalled-for rudeness — 
a Hot on the otherwise illustrious record 
of this great naval commander.

STATE TAXES PAYABLE 
TILL DECEMBER Fit,ST 


MONEY COMING TO SHERIFF IN 

bushel Measures. 


LARGEST TAXPAYERS HAVE 
MADE SETTLEMENT. 


RECEIPTS $30,000 A DAY. 


Property owners of Jefferson county 
who have not aa yet squared things 
with the State will have until Tuesday 
afternoon, when the Sheriff’s office 
closes, to do so. Large numbers have 
settled and well on toward a million of 
the $1,850,000 that the assessment of 
$178,000,000 ought to yield is reposing 
In the coffers of the State- For the 
last few days taxes have been receipt¬ 
ed for at the rate of $30,000 and more 
a day. Money has been coming In by 
the buahel and these remaining days 
ar« expected to be the busiest of all 

Ji la contrary to all human nature for 
people to tuyn louse their money until 
they have to and many will have to 
Mtand for an hour or more In line at the 
window of the receiving teller, Louts 
P Rammers, whereas If they had come 
earlier they could have discharged their 
obligations to the State in a few min¬ 
utes Taxes have been payable Im¬ 
mediately after the assessment was 
made up on March 1 and will he until 
the first day of December. After Tues¬ 
day penalties will be collected on all the 
taxes that are paid. As a matter of 
fact the full amount of the taxes pay- 
ablc Is never paid when due. The State 
retains a lien against property on which 
tho taxes thus are unpaid for seven¬ 
teen years and. eventually, the prop¬ 
erty Is sold at the courthouse door to 
relieve the claim. 

The largest taxpayers of the city and 
county have settled. The Fidelity 
Trust Company paid over $96,000, at 
the rate of "Tcents on the hundred dol¬ 
lars for the property it manages and 
the valuation placed on Its charter 
and its own property. The Columbia 
Trust Company settled for $31,000 and 
the Louisville Trust Company for $17.- 
000. The collections lust Saturday were 
the biggest for any *one day. being 
$58,000, except for the day when the 
Fidelity settled. 


Prosecuting Attorney Bullelt, of the 
Floyd Circuit Court at New Albany, 
will file during this week about 100 
suits against delinquent taxpayers witlv 
a view of selling the property. Under 
an act of the legislature pasted tu 
1905 the State has a lien on all prop¬ 
erty delinquent for taxes, and may sell 
the aajpe for whatever it brings. The 
Sheriff makes thu sal© the same is 
done In foreclosure suits. The Pros¬ 
ecutor has been getting up tho suits 
for the past two months, and had to 
go over many records- Some of the 
real estate which will be offered for 
sale Is delinquent to the* extent of 
thousands of dnlara, while the property 
Itself Is not valued at so many hun¬ 
dreds of dollars. 

This will be the first time suits 
were brought against delinquents un¬ 
der this law. It is expected by the 
county and city tax collectors that tlu 
law will have the effect of making tax¬ 
payer* settle more promptly, and this 
will in a measure relieve the burden 
Imposed upon prompt-paying property 
holders- The Prosecutor had Intended 
to bring the suits at the beginning of 
the term, but it took a considerable 
length of time to look up the titles to 
the property. 

Thanksgiving Generally Observed. 

Thanksgiving day was generally ob¬ 
served by the people of New Albany.

At Holy Trinity and St.' Mary's Oath 
oMc churches high maa« was sung by 
the rectors and the usual prayers pre¬ 
scribed by the church for Thanksgiving 
were recited by the oongrgegatlons.
